The law was changed to read as Follows

The Sheriffs of the several Countys of this
State Shal Be allowed By the county board,
For their Services a Salary Pr Year as follows
in counties of not more than ten thousand
Population in the discretion of the board not
to exceed the sum of One Thousand Dollarsand
in counties from ten to Sixteen Thonsand popu-
